Few people seem to realise that Roses, and 
especially climbing Roses, require a great 
amount of nourishment, and that this has 
to be applied in the form of manure. It 
is not easy to err on the side of over- 
feeding, especially where the Roses have 
been planted to cover fences, or under 
trees, the roots of which impoverish the 
soul, or, as sometimes happens, in posi- 
tions where the only natural support for 
the roots is the occasional mulching they 
receive.

NEW LOCOMOTIVE 
WORKS. 


shin 
MAIL TRAIN BUILT 
DURING YEAR.

ORE men are now employed at the 
Inchicore Works of the Great Southern 
Railways Company than has been the 

case for some time. In the new year, how- 


| ever, there will be even greater activity at 


the works, for two new locomotive shops are 
being constructed, and very shortly the con- 


| struction of 500 ten-ton open goods waggons 


will commence. 
The new locomotive works will be among 
the most up-to-date in the British Isles, with 


ini! facilities for the building and repairing aa for fully steady rates, 


of engines, The works will have three bays, 
two of them equipped with 40-ton electrically- 


| driven gantry cranes. There will also be seven 


74-ton cranes and a 25-ton transporter crane 
capable of the heaviest locomotiye. 
The framework of the new locomotive shops 


already is in position, and they should be | 


completed between the middle and the end 
of the year. The work is being carried out 
hy contractors and the steel is being fabricated 
in Dublin by Messrs. Vickers. 

It is possible that the majority of persons 
do not realise the amount of work carried out 
at Inchicore. In the past vear five tank 
locomotives have been built, and in 1934 it is 
intended to build at least that number, and 
very likely more. In addition, a mail train 
for service between Dun Laoghaire and Cork 
was built during the year. 
a great deal of maintenance and repair work 
was carried out. 


NEW ’BUSES. 


Recently the bodies for 36 new "buses for 
the Irish Omnibus Company's Cork service 
have been constructed. These consist of 30 
single-deck "buses and six double-deckers. The 
road transport vehicles of the Irish Omnibus 
Company and of Messrs. Wallis will shortly 
be taken over by the Great Southern Railway, 


and the old Broadstone shops are being recon- | 


structed as a 'bus and lorry works. 

The new goods waggons are required prin- 
cipally because of the increased traffic 
expected when the new sugar beet factories 
are in operation. With their knowledge of the 
requirements of the Carlow factory, the rail- 
way company’s officials are able to gauge 
fairly accurately the demands that will be 
made upon them when the beet scheme is in 
operation. As a matter of fact, it is under- 
stood that even more waggons may be wanted 
nna the five hundred it is now proposed to 

ulld, 

The major portion of the timber te be used 
in the waggons will be Irish. The present 
staff will be able to cope with the work of 
building the waggons, with a very small 
augmentation. 

A great deal of the rolling stock taken over 
by the Great Southern Railways some years 
ago was of widely different types, and it 
is hoped eventually to standardise to some 
extent the goods waggons and passenger 
coaches. This, however, will take some con- 
siderable time. The passenger coaches are 
being steadily improved, and a good deal of 
upholstering and other work is constantly in 
progress.

QUIET BUSINESS. 
From OUR CoMMERCIAL’ CORRESPONDENT. 


_ Notwithstanding the near approach of the 
Christmas holidays, business in most depart- 
ments of the provision trade has been more 
or less on normal lines throughout the week, 
and towards the close buyers showed little 
disposition to operate except to make good 
depleted stocks. In butter prices for con- 
tinental makes have shown a sharp decline in 
sympathy with the Danish official quotation, 
which has this week been wired 18 kroner 
lower, and “ top”’ now stands at 180 kroner 
per 100 kilos; at the corresponding period of 
last year the figure was 176 kroner, and in 
1931 222 kroner. Australian and New Zealand 
butter also shows a slight decline, and from 
now onwards there will be a definite curtail.

According 
to official returns, arrivals of butter into this 
country during the first eleven months of this 
year amounted to 8,017,760 cwt., compared 
with 7,605,163. ewt. in the corresponding 
period of last year and 7,287,346 cwt. in 
1931. The exports of imported butter from

The Reichstag Fire. 


After fifty-seven days, packed with 
dramatic interest, the Reichstag fire trial 
has come to an end. Marinus van der 
Lubbe, the twenty-four year old Dutch 
bricklayer, who was a Communist at 
sixteen and has been tramping aimlessly 
around Europe.almost ever since, has been 
sentenced to death ; whereas Ernst Torgler, 
| the dignified Communist leader, and the 

three Bulgarians—Dimitroff, Popoff and 
Taneff—all have been acquitted. The trial 

was unique of its kind. On February 27th, 

just before the German elections, the 
| Reichstag building in Berlin was set on 
fire, Within a few minutes the huge build- 
ing was a mass of flame, and, although the 
admirable fire brigades of Berlin were 
quickly on the scene, nothing could be 
done to save it, Van der Lubbe was caught 
red-handed on the premises, wearing 
nothing but a pair of dungaree trousers, in 
the pockets of which were found his Dutch 
passport and his membership card of the 
Communist. Party. Immediately the cry 
was raised that the firing of the Reichstag 
was the work of the Communist Party, and 
was to have been the signal for a general 
revolution in Germany. On the following 
morning Ernst Torgler, who had heard 
rumours concerning his own position, went 
to the police headquarters in Berlin, where 
he asked the authorities to make the fullest 
possible inquiry into his case, He promptly 
was arrested, and charged with complicity 
in the fire. About three weeks afterwards 
the three Bulgarians were taken into 
custody. In the meanwhile, the Hitler 
Party had scored a distinct victory at the 
polls. It did not hesitate. to declare that 
the fire at the Reichstag had been the work 


short space of time not only the Communist 
Party, but also the Social-Democratic 
croup, was wiped out of existence. 

Lively interest was created throughout 
the civilised world by the Reichstag fre. 
Refugees from Nazi vengeance in Germany 
asserted openly that -. had been arrenged 
and carried out by the Hitlerite Party 
itself, in order to create a panic among 
the people and so secure its triumph at 
the elections. Evidence was produced in 
support of this accusation, and a kind of 
unofficial “trial” was held in London 
to discover the facts. In the famous 
‘Brown Book,” sponsored, inter alios, 
by Dr. Einstein and a British Peer, the 
definite charge was made that van der 
Lubbe had been merely. a tool in the hands 
of General’ Goering, the Premier of 
- Prussia. and that the real incendiaries had 
gained admission to the Reichstag build- 
ing by means of an underground passage 
leading ' th. General's house. 
General Goering attended the trial in 
person in order to refute these statements ; 
but his evidence degenerate. into a tirade 
against th. Communists, and he actually 
threatene.. the Bulgarian, Dimitroff, with 
the direst penalties if the Nazis should 
catch him outside the jurisdiction of the 
court. Throughout the course of the trial 
virtually: no evidence was forthcoming to 
identify any of the accused met., with the 
exception of van der Lubbe, with the 
outrage. The young Dutchman, who has 
behaved throughout the sittings as if he 
were a congerital idiot, insisted that he, 
and he alone, was responsible for the 
fire: but expert after expert swore that 
no one man could have committed the 
crime. Many of the witnesses were 
frankly useless. The President of the 
court described some of them as being 
“ giab-consciously prejudiced”; but by 
the court’s verdict it showed clearly that 
it disregarded their testimony. 

The secret of the fire remains unsolved ; 
but the trial has had one good result. It 
has given the Supreme Court at Leipzig a 
chance to display at least its partial inde- 
pendence of the Executive. There is no 
doubt at all that the Nazi Governraent 
desired the conviction of all the accused 
men. . General Goering made no bones 
about his attitude, and diclared that the 
men ought to be hanged in public. The 
acquittal of four of them proves that there 
still is some justice in Germany, although 
the conduct of the trial at times left much 
to be desired. Van der Lubbe's conviction 
was inevitable from the outset; but it 
seems that the Dutch Government pro- 
poses to make representations in Berlin 
with a view to the exercise of President 
Hindenburg’s right to commute the 
wretched youth’s sentence. When the 
Reichstag was set on fire there was no 
death penalty for the charges on which 
van der Lubbe was arraigned. The Nazis 
brought in a special law ad hoc, and made 
it retroactive. From the legal standpoint, 
of course, action of this kind is monstrous ; 
but even the President of the Leipzig 
Court declares that the Government was 
quite within its rights. Apart altogether 
from the fact that, whoever instigated the 
fire, van der Lubbe obviously was only

Clonliffe road. Sufficient flats to hold 
2,800 families are being built at Hanover 
street, Greek street, Mercer's street, 
Marys lane, Townsend street, Cook 
street, and on the Anchor Brewery site. 
In addition, the comprehensive scheme 
designed for the North City area will find 
homes for a further 1,800 families, and 
various schemes are contemplated for 
other areas. This is re-housing on a scale 
hitherto unknown in Dublin, and the 
authorities deserve the warmest congratu- 
lations. Their work, however, cannot halt 
for many years to come. No fewer than 
ten thousand new homes are wanted before 
the problem of the slums really will have 
been settled, and every step will involve 
disappointments and delays. At present 
nearly one-third of the city’s population

Changing Times. 


At the season of the year which fosters 
recollections it is chastening to look back 
upoh our own past, as mirrored in the 
pages of Miss Irene Clephane's “‘ Our- 
selves, 1900-1930,” which has been pub 
lished recently by the Bodley Head. This 
pictorial history of a  generation—a 
generation, that is to say, as historians 
reckon it—cleaves very sharply into three 
divisions. There are the fourteen years 
that preceded the Great War, which those 
of ‘us who are old enough to remember 
them cherish as a golden period of British 
civilisation. Then there are the four 
winters of war—and then a new age which, 
as we look through these pages, seems even 
more remote than the spacious days of 
Edward the Peacemaker. Perhaps, it is 
the frocks that gives those years the 
semblance of pre-history. Did a dainty 
dance frock in crépe mongol really look 
like that in 1928? Did the protruding 
knee really look so shameless? The modes 
of 1913, fussily elaborate as they were, are 
yet more modern, less startling than those 
of 1928 to the eye of 1933. It is hard to 
believe that these frocks set off our women- 
kind so Jately as the year following Colonel 
Lindbergh’s Atlantic flight, which seems 
tv» have occurred only yesterday.

A Sports Model. 


The prospect of taking out a game 
licence in respect of his motor car is one 
which the harassed taxpayer has not yet 
been forced to face—at least, not in the 
Free State.

1—Ihat the automatic signals—com- 
bined lights and detonators—operated by 
passing trains failed to function, or 
functioned too late.

The theory-that the signal functioned 
late is supported by the fact that people 
in the last coach but one of the Stras- 
bourg express heard the explosion of the 
fog signal when they passed. That would 
mean that at may have gone off too late 
to be heard by the driver. 


DRIVER’S STORY. 
The driver, Lucien Daubigny, aged 47, 


who has driven for 23- years without een 
accident, states that the signal when ‘he 
passed it showed white; which means 
‘line clear.”” He heard ne fog’ signal, 
which would automatically have been 


_ detonated by the engine had the lights 


been showing red. His evidence is con- 
firmed by the fireman, Charpentier, aged 
ól, with eight years’ service. 

The first train had left Paris at 7:25 
on Saturday night, nearly two hours. late, 
owing to the fog, and the second train, 
for Strasbourg, steamed out very shortly 
afterwards. Before reaching Lagny the 
front train was stopped by. signals. A 
moment later the second express, travel- 
ling on the same line at over sixty miles 
an hour, had crashed into the back of the 
stationary train, and ploughed its way 
through six coaches. The noise of the 
impact was terrific. 

Scenes of nightmare horror followed. 
Both trains were crowded with holiday- 
makers, most of them on their way home 
for Christmas, and it was clear at once 
that the number of casualties was colossal ; 
but the darkness and fog made rescue 
work doubly grim, 

Such was the force of the impact that 
the leading carriage of the Strasbourg 
express was hurled upside down. Its two 
stee] girders, 90 feet long and 10 inches 
wide, were twisted into knots like pieces 
of wire. The driver and fireman of this 
train have been placed under arrest. 


DELAY IN RESCUE. 


Although the crash actually occurred at 
8.24 p.m., and Lagny is not more than 
seventeen miles from Paris, it was past 
midnight before the news was known in 
the capital.

Georgi Dimitroff, leader of the Bul- 
garian Communist Party, emerges as the 
most remarkable figure of a remarkable 
trial. Totally disregarding all considera 
tions of his Ara deíence, which was 
ably performed for him, in the teeth of 
Dimitrof's own repudiation, by his 
official counsel, Dr. Teichert, Dimitrifi 
hurled himself at the court, and there- 
with at the whole Nazi world which sur- 
rounded and threatened to engulf him. 

Undaunted by frequent expulsions, he 
attacked official and Nam witnesses, 
propagated his Communist views, and 
time and again frankly declared his con- 
viction that the Nazis had set the Reich- 
stag on fire as a step on the road to 
supreme power, as an excuse to crush, 
not only the Left Opposition, but also 
the hostile Right and Centre. 

Dimitroff achieved considerable popu- 
larity in Germany, not only with the con- 
siderable soction ef opinion which has not 
“turned Nan,” but also among Nazis who 
were not “too prejudiced: to admire a 
spirited opponent. 

Biagoi . Popeff, the quiet Communist 
student, could only speak a few words of 
German. and wnderstood a good deal les 
than half. of the: proceedings, He sat 
mostly silent and iprpassive, but made em- 
phatic denrals- and declarations of 
Mhnocence when testimony was heard 
which tended to incriminate him.

. THE JUDGMENT.

From REUTER 8 CORRESPONDENT, 
LEIPZIG, Saturday. 


In the courtroom, filled with an ex- 
pectant crowd, Dr. Buenger, the presid- 
ing judge, solemnly promulgated the fo!- 
lowing sentences :— 

Van der Lubbe (24), death. | 

Ernst Torgler (40), Georgi Dimitroff 
(51), Blacoi Popoff (31), and Wassjl 
Taneff (36), acquitted. 

The official wording of the cmme of 
which Van der Lubbe was found guilty 
was — 

“High treason, in conjunction with an 
act of insurrectionary incendiarism and 
an act. of simple incendiarism.”’ 

Van der Lubbe did not wnove a muscle 
as he sat with bowed head while the sen- 
tence of death was pronounced on him. 

Twelve stalwart policemen occupied a 
line of chairs which separated the part of 
the court where the judges, Public Prose- 
cutor and lawyers were sitting from the 
part allotted to the Press and spectators. 

The special police precautions included 
the calling out of a brigade of Nazi storm 
froops to patrol the streets around the 
court. 


RETROACTIVE LAW, 


In the judgment which followed the 
announcement of the sentences Dr. 
Buenger said that Van der Lubbe’s dis- 
satisfaction with the Communist leaders 
had not hindered him from putting him- 
self at the service of their plans for 
armed insurrection. He must, therefore, 
be condemned to death—which the law 
defined as the only penalty for his crime. 
‘The judge added: “ There is no question 
that the Government was within its rights 
in giving this law a retfoactive force.”’ 

As regards the other accused men, he 
declared that it had been impossible to 
prove that Torgler and the Bulgarians 
were themselves involved in the high 
treason committed by the Communist 
Party, although suspicion was there. 

“Therefore, Van der Lubbe is con- 
demned to death, and lifelong Joss of civil 
rights, while the other accused are to be 
acquitted, as the charge has not been 
proved against them.” 

From these words of Dr. Buenger it 


would appear that ihe acquittal is to be 


regarded -as due to ‘“‘iain of evidence,” 

In the earlier art of the long judg- 
ment, Dr. Buenger said that the court 
had freed itself, not only from outside 
influence, but also from every kind of con- 
sideration depending on emotion. The 
examination and consideration of the 
facts, which was a matter of course for 
conscientious judges, had naturally lasted 
considerable time. 


‘The hes told abroad,” continued the. 


President, “had to be refuted by this 
court, and attempts were even made to 
east down the dignity of the court.’’ 

After enumerating the points on which 
allegations against the Nazis had heen 
proved false in court, he said that of the 
accused men only Van der Lubbe con- 
fessed, and the court regarded his 
accounts of the three earlier fires as 
probably accurate. 

“The statements of Van der Lubbe, 


- who was caught in the Reichstag in the 


act, are confirmed by much of the evi- 
dence, and the court thinks that they 
are, up to a certain point, true. It seems 
clear that Van der Lubbe actually did 
take the course he says, as, for one reason, 
with his bad eye he could not have found 
his way so readily when he was demon- 
strating to the police. if he had not 
already done-that betore. 

“But in one point Van der Lubhe’s 
aceount must be regarded as untrue, and 
that is his account of the fire in the 
Plenary Chamber. 


OTHER INCENDIARIES. 


“The testimony of the experts is suffi- 
cient to refute this. The court is of the 
opinion that Van der Lubbe was ordered 
by the other incendiaries to climb into the 
Reichstag at a given time, and to lay his 
trail of fire as he did in order to distract 
the attention of the fire brigade from the 
main fire, which was to be laid in the 
Plenary Session Chamber. : 

“It has not been proved in the case 
of Torgier, Dimitroff, Po and Tanefi 
that they were guilty of the incendiarism 


“ or had ny, in it.”’ 


In regard to the evidence relating to 
Torgier, he said that although testimony 
ha iven that. Torgier was seen 
with Van der Lubbe on the day of the 
fire, the testimony of these witnesses— 
mamely, the three Nazi deputies—lost 
credence because they only saw him partly 
and in a bad light, and because they 

id under the influence of emotions 
eaused by the fire. 

“This is not a reproach to the witnesses 
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Karwahne and Frey, who, he said, in 
their testimony committed some errors of 
memory ; but this in no way could be held 
against them. 

They were very likely sub-consciously 
prejudiced, but it is laudable that they 
did their best to find ont who perpetrated 
the crime. 

Turning to the case of Dimitroff, the 
judge said that no positive proof of in- 
stigation or complicity, had been brought 
against him. Peopoff, it was true, was 
supposed to have been seen with Torgler in 
the Reichstag and with Van der Lubbe in 
the Bayernhof Restaurant, but the testi- 
mony of these witnesses must be regarded 
as doubtful. 

The President went on to talk of the 
politieal aspect of the trial, which he con- 


| sidered by far the most important part 


of it. 

The Court regarded it as proved” that 
the Communists, only this year, and at 
the time of Hitler’s “accession to the 
Chancellorship,; were launching a stro 
attack on the State than ever, coup 
with a fierce propaganda. 
were issued to the masses to launch a 
general strike, summoning them to precure 
weapons for the day of revolution. 

Evidence heard: in. court of ‘political 
prisoners, continued “the “‘resident, pre- 
sented a horrifying picture. Van der babble 
himself had said the object of the Reichstag 
fire had been to stir up the masses to 
revolt.. There was an obvious spiritual con- 
nection bétween Van der Lubbe's -pre- 
liminary attempts on the Welfare ce, 
the Town Hall and the Palace, and that on 
the Reichstag, and there was no doubt that 
he and his accomplices had . political 
motives for the Reichstag fire. 

The fire was thoroughly in keeping with 
the Communist methods. Lubbe himself 
had lived eight years for Communism, and 
was politically trained and intelligent. 

When Dr. Buenger had finished reading 
the Court’s findings, the irrepressible 
Dimitroff rose and said? “ I éhould like to 
say something,’’ to which the President 
curtly replied: “ The trial is ended,”’ and 
adjourned the Court. 


LUBBE’S CHANCE OF LIFE, 


Van der Lubbe’s counsel is to submit a 
petition for clemency, so that he still has 
a chance of life, But at the best he will 
have to serve a lifelong term of imprison- 
ment, and the question of commutation is 
for President von Hindenburg to decide. 
There is no possibility of appeal to any 
other Court. 

If commutation is refused, the decision 
as to whether he will be hanged or beheaded 
lies with the Federal Government, Either 
is possible under the law by which he was 
condemned, 

General Goering has repeatedly declared 
himself in-favour of hanging the Reichstag 
fire culprits in public, Im any ease, the 
execution will not be carried out belore 
the new year, Berlin officials state, 

Under instructions given him some time 
ago, the Dutch Minister in Berlin is 
making representations to the German 
Government in regard to Van der Lubbe. 
Though: nothing official is known, it is 
understood that these are in the sense that 
the sentence. should be commuted as the 
crime for which Van der Lubbe is con- 
victed did, not carry the extreme penalty 
at the time that. it was committed, 

The deportation of the three Bulgarians,

Though he started with a vigorous de- 
fence of himself “and his Communistic 
principles, beldly challenging Nazi wit- 
nesses and seeking to confound their tes- 
timony, he submitted himself towards the 
end more and more to the policy of 
silence recommended by his Nazi counsel, 
Dr. Sack, whé made a brilliant speech in 
defence of his client, while not hesitating 
to attack his client's political comrades. 


A REMARKEABLE FIGURE. 


Georgi Dimitroff, leader of the Bul- 
garian Communist Party, emerges as the 
most remarkable figure of a remarkable 
trial. Totally disregarding all considera 
tions of his sheen defence, which was 
ably performed for him, in the teeth of 
Dimitrofi’s own repudiation, by his 
official counsel, Dr. Teichert, Dimitrifi 
hurled himself at the court, and there 
with at the whole Nazi world which sur- 
rounded and threatened to engulf him. 

Undaunted by frequent expulsions, he 
attacked official and Naz witnesses, 
propagated his Communist views, and 
time and again frankly declared his con- 
viction that the Nazis had set the Reich- 
steg on fire as a step on the road to 
Supreme power, a8 an excuse to crush, 
not only the Left Opposition, but also 
the hostile Right and Centre. 

Dimitroff achieved considerable popu- 
larity im Germany, not only with the con- 
siderable soction oí opinion which has not 
“turned Nan,” but also among Nazis who 
were not too prejudiced to admire a 
spirited opponent. 

Blagoi . Popeff, the quiet Communist 
student, could only speak a few words of 
German, and understood a good deal lesr 
than half of the proceedings. Ho sat 
mostly silent and iptpassive, but made em- 
phatic “denrais - and declarations of 
Mhnocence when testimany was hea 
which tended to incriminate him.
